Fire Spread Rapidly. 


Neighbors who witnessed the start 


of the fire, state thai there was a 
bursi of. flame and the home was en- 
veloped. 
They rufahed to the scene, 


and the firemen used the chemical* 
but so fierce had the fire burned, that 
efforts in this futile manner were un- 
availing and the house was reduced 
\irtually to ashes. 


A triple tragedj, the cause of which 


may never bo known, though it will 
be searched for by the coroner and 
police, shocked the city this1 morning 


Whether or not the explosion of 


gasoline caused the conflagration re- 
sulted in the three deaths, or wheth- 
er A mother weakened. Dy physical ef- 
forts to support two little ones, and 
wrecked in sjjirir by her burdens, de- 
Tiberateiy chose death in its most hor- 
rible form, are gagsuons in the minds 
o£ people knowing the conditions which 
surrounded the fire at the home of 
3irs.

An alarm from Box 71, Wayne afid 


caarres street*, shonlj after ten o'- 
clock. called out the central fire de- 
partment to the Highland Park addi-

d mass o£ seething fiamt-s, and horror 
c1jiHe4 the ^gaihered populace when: it 
yas IsnoNs'tt that msicte were the moth 
er and her rwo infant sons, Arthur, 
aseS'S jeas&f ta&- a. ^i 
babe. 


Mrs. Bryan, hati been seen by neigh- 


bors only a short time 
before the 


flames attracted attention. She was 
pmstunably engaged on a family wash- 
ing, by which means she has for the 
past two months, U is said, maintained 
herself au.-j little ones. 


Mrs. Bryan had borrowed a quantity 


of gasoline from her neighbor, Mrs. 
Hilyard, and had used It as an aid 
to cleans tne laundry, placing it in 
the tubs and wash boiler. The only 
tteory advanced therefore was that 
fumes from this gasoline had reached 
the flames in the stove on which tie 
boiler had been placed, causing an 
explosion and thfc rapid spread of the 
flames. 


The nearest water plug of the city 


system was far" distant from the little 
sovel at Hazel and Washington ave- 
nues. and the fire laddies were unable 
to lay a line of hose. 
The only re- 


course was an attempt to tear down 
the structure, and above all •save the 
Uumau beings within.
